School Budget 
Up But Tax 
Rate Down 


With at least nine additional 
teachers need to serve an in- 
creased school enrollment 
this fall, Upland school district 
budget is $131,215 higher than 
a year ago — yet the anti- 
cipated tax rate will be a few 
cents lower. 

It will cost $1,020,839 to 
maintain this city’s one jun- 
ior high school and three ele- 
mentary schools. It will re- 
quire $587,000 to pay teachers’ 
salaries — including the addi- 


annual increase to each in- 
structor, according to the 
budget adopted by the Upland 
board of education. 


Half From State 


Nearly half of the budget to- 
tal will come to the school dis- 
trict from the state. Califor- 
nia’s elementary educational 
program provides for payment 
of funds to school districts on 
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an ‘‘average daily attendance” 
basis — $179 for each ADA. 
Enrollment of 2,400 pupils is 
anticipated in September. 
ADA for the year just closed 
was 2,221 this being an in- 
rease of 218 students over the 
1956-57 average. The budget 
provides for employment of 12 
additional teachers, as a max- 
imum, but Supt. Harold W. 
Cook said that only nine may 
be required. Number of addi- 
tional teachers will be deter- 
mined by the increased enroll- 
ment.

Year's Rainfall pag 
7d Highest 


In 67 Years 


It was a wet season just 
ended, as everyone knows, but 
the records of Liberty Groves 
Operating Corp. on 19th St. 
reveal that it was second only 
to the 1940-41 season for rain- 
fall. 

For the annuaf season, July 
1, 1957 to June 30, 1958, Upland 
was showered and deluged 
with a total of 36.79 inches of 
rainfall. Of this total, 26.55 in 
—more than two thirds of 
the total — fell in 1958, the 
latter six months of the sea- 
son. .For. June, only ..008 in. of 
rainfall was measured on June 
17, 

Annual seasonal rainfall av- 
erage over a 67-year period in 
north Upland is 21.69, accord- 
ing to the Liberty Groves re- 
cords, which have been main- 
tained for 67 years. 

In the past 10 years, only 
the 1951-52 season approached 
the 1957-58 total, with 31:14 in. 
of rainfall dousing the com- 
munity that season. In 1956-57, 
with drowth conditions hitting 
much of the mid-west and 
west, - Upland’s total rainfall 
was only 15.06 and in 1954-55 it 
was -even less, totaling only 
13.25 in..of precipitation.

Water Rates 
May Be Raised 


Upland city water rates 
“may” be increased. 

Present rates have been in 
effect since 1950 and Upland 
councilmen are considering ad- 
justing the rates to conform 
to the increased costs. City 
Manager Elwin Alder reported 
to the councilmen recently that 
labor rates have increased 30 
per cent since 1950 and power 
rates for operating the city’s 
wells were advanced 25 per 
cent last year. 

Plans are also being made 
for expansion of the distribu- 
tion system and the increased 
revenue would aid in this pro- 
posed capital outlay. 


Local Taxes To Produce Only 
Fourth Of City Budget Total 


About three fourths of the 
money required to maintain 
the city during the year will 
come from other than pro- 
perty taxes, it was reveal- 
ed yesterday in an analysis 
of Upland’s 1958-59 budget.. 

A tax levy of about $1.61 
on property within the city 
will produce approximately 
$296,240 while $750,420 will 
come from other sources. 

The city’s water depart- 
ment will produce an in- 


come of $241,279. Refunds by 
the state will produce a 
sizeable sum and the sales 


tax income is estimated at 
$105,900. Licenses, permits, 
fines and charges for cur- 
rent services, such as gar- 
bage collection, sewer char- 
ges, will make up the total.

Completed At 


Completed is the new 86-inch 
hot strip mill, the largest steel 
finishing mill at Kaiser Steel 
Corporation’s Fontana plant. 

The huge new mill is housed 
in a half-mile-long building 
with eight acres of under-roof 
area. The installation includes 
three furnaces to preheat steel 
slabs prior to rolling, a scale 
breaker to prepare heated 
slabs for rolling, and 11 rough- 
ing, and finishing rolling stands 
arranged in tandem. 


New Equipment 
New equipment—including 


’ the three furnames, the scale 


breaker, a 136-inch broadside 
mill to widen slabs, and four 
89-inch mills to lengthen slabs 
—has been integrated with the 
plant’s existing six-stand, 86- 
inch finishing mill, which was 
relocated’ in the new building 
from its previous location in 
the plate mill. 

The mill is designed to con- 
vert a typical six-ton steel

Hot rolled sheet and strip 
are used in the manufacture 
of such products as truck bod 
ies, tanks, drums, water heat- 
ers, pressure vessels, auto 
frames, and many other pro- 
ducts that are produced by 
Western manufacturers. The 
hot strip mill also produces 
the semi-finished steel that is 
used to produce tin plate and 
electric weld pipe. 

Kaiser Engineers divison of 
Henry J. Kaiser Co. is design- 
er and prime contractor for the 
entire $214,000,000 expansion 
program, which will be com- 
pleted by the end of 1958. Still 
under construction are three 
basic oxygen furnaces, a fourth 
blast furnance, ninety coke 
ovens, a slabbing mill and en- 
larging of the plate mill. 

The expansion will virtually 
double Kaiser Steel’s capacity 
from 1,536,000 ingot tons per 
year to 2,933,000 ingot tons per 
year.
